PRAY EQUIPMENT studies have be- 

come an increasingly important 
part of the research program of the 
Experiment station involving, as they 
do, the use of chemical materials for 
the control of insects, | pe diseases, 
weeds and grasses, and application 
of plant nutrients to the foliage in 
liquid form. A small field transporta- 
tion unit called the Everglades Mule, 
has considerable promise of finding 
wide use in the light field work. 

Field transportation of spraying and 
dusting equipment is a highly chal- 
lenging subject that now is being in 
tenuvely conudered from any points 
of view. Relatively recent improve 
ments and new developments in in 
secticide and herbicide spray materials, 
combined with entirely new 
forms of nozzles, have permitted the 
development of a new conception of 
spraying generally called the low-gal 
lonage system. This, from the stand 
point of held transportation, means 
that from 5 to 7 gallons per acre may 
achieve the same result as the cus 
tomary practice, which requires 100 
to 150 gallons of water to dilute the 
equivalent pesticide or other material 
There is a corresponding weight reduc 
tion, of course, in the equipment itself 
for this low rate of treatment. Natu

Chats With 
Florida Beekeepers

eee ere 4 
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NDICATIONS are that the Honey ex- 

hibit at Florida Scate fair this year 
will be better than ever, though it has 
ranked high each year in the past. 

Several available spaces will be oc- 
cupied this year by County Beekeep- 
ers’ associations, and you can look for 
still further development of this trend 
in future years. This year cach booth 
will have an attendant on the job most 
of each day. This will be much better 
than in the past, when only about a 
third of the exhibits had anyone on 
the job. We believe that a booth worth 
showing is worth attending! 

It is hoped that some evidence of 
the two new bee cooperatives, that 
have been formed during the past year 
will be seen in booths of their respec- 
tive home counties. A year hence per 
haps each will be able to occupy a booth 
of its own, 

The Honey support, passed into law 
recently, perhaps will cause many 
wavering beekeepers to get a new hold 
upon themselves and put more in 
terest in producing a honey crop. This 
may well stimulate the purchasing of 
package bees and queens. It should at 
least encourage those of you who have 
bees that need feeding to do so at once, 
if you have not already started. 

When you start feeding at this time 
of year, you should for best results feed 
oneec a week unoul you find they are 
not taking up the feed in spring. It is 
worth less than nothing to start brood 
rearing and not feed it through to the 
honey flow. When brood is started 
and feed runs out, the bees will pull 
out the hungry brood that are not 
sealed up. When the feed runs out with 
lots of sealed brood, it hatches but 
starves for lack of food. It may be 
worthwhile to read that again—and 
sce if it clears up some of your past 
worries 

Many years the Orange flow appears 
vo be ready to start in a very few days, 
und due to weather or some other rea 
son, it may hold everything for as 
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much as two weeks. More than once 
have I seen some of the most populous 
colonies reduced to poor colonies dur 
ing such a situation. 

Management of bees becomes mis- 
management when it is a detriment to 
them. A beekeeper once remarked to 
me, “I was so busy last fall and this 
spring that | didn’t have time to fx 
my bees up for the Orange bloom, but 
you know, I made more Orange honey 
than I ever have before Evidently 
this beekeeper’s management actually 
was mismanagement 

More often a beekeeper feels proud 
of himself when he has a high yield, 
but blames the season if he makes a 
failure. This may be right in some 
cases. When we learn to count our 
success by what we make above that 
used to feed back, then we may learn 
not to rob our bees and to remove only 
the surplus honey

Winter Crops Need 
Extra Fertilizer 
Co and possibly other crops 


grown during the winter in north 

ern Florida, when soil organisms are not 
as active as in summer, need nitrate 
nitrogen for most satisfactory growth, 
it has been found in tests by the Flor 
ida Experiment station 

In experiments with cabbage at the 
Hastings laboratory over seven years, 
a 5-7-5 fertilizer with three side-dress 
ings of nitrate of soda and nitrate of 
potash produced most economical 
yields, according to Dr. E. N. Me 
Cubbin, truck  horticulcurist The 
5-7-5 was applied at rates of from 
1,500 to 2,000 pounds per acre 

Dr. McCubbin says that when the 
fertilizer is applied just before che 
plants are transplanted it should be 
placed in a band on each side of the 
row. Additional nitrogen should be 
supplied by two to three side-dressings 
of nitrate of soda or nitrate of potash, 
each carrying 24 to 32 pounds of ni 
trate nitrogen per acre. The first side 
dressing should be made 10 days to 
two weeks after the plants are set and 
the others at 25- to 30-day intervals 
thereat ter 

Growers prefer nitrate of potash for 
the last application, since they believe 
it keeps the cabbage from becoming 
sott en route to market

Florida Agricultural Outlook Better Than Nation's

— ovtTioon for Plorida agricul 
ture is better in many respects than 
for farmers in the United States as a 
whole. The total potential demand is 
expected to remain at a high level 
through most of 1950. There is no 
thing in the picture at present to in 
dicate that the total purchasing power 
of the American family will fall far 
below the 1949 average during the 
coming year 

Since the end of the war, Florida 
farm commodities have had to compete 
with 1 pent-up demand for such dur 
ables as automobiles, refmgerators, sew 
ing machines, and furniture. Much of 
the tremendous backlog of demand has 
been filled. Lf incomes in the United 
States remain near their present levels 
through 1950; if taxes are not im 
creased; if the demand for durables 
does slacken, there should be enough 
purchasing power in the hands of the 
Amerncan housewife to continue to pay 
good prices tor the things Florida 
farmers produce 

Florida farmers are not so intimately 
concerned with the agricultural export 
situation as are the wheat growers, but 
producers of Florida cotton and to 
bacce are interested in the export out 
look for their commodities 
growers, too, have been eyeing the 
European export market for some time 


Citrus 


now as an enlarged outlet for their 
products. Canadian export has been an 
important market for citrus for some 
time 

The export situation can be summed 
up as follows: Dollar reserves of for 
eign countries were almost entirely de 
pleted during the war. There is no 
appreciable reserve of dollars, then, 
with which to purchase our agricul 
tural exports. The future level of ex 
ports will depend for the most part 
upon (1) how much we import and 


, 


(2) how much we give in foreign aid 
If either of these is reduced, then ex 
ports must decline, since foreign coun 
tries have no other source of dollars 
with which to buy from us 

While the prices farmers receive for 
their products have fallen about 20 per 
cent from their January 1948 peak, the 
prices they have to pay for items used 
in production and for family living 
have fallen only about 5 per cent. Much 
of this Sper cent decline in farm costs 
has been in the decline of feed costs 
It is unlikely that this situation will be 
altered in 1950 

The outlook for major Florida ag 
ncultural commodities for 1950 may 
Based on the 
supply of feed available, the price of 
feed, and the facilities for handling 
sows and their pigs, it is expected that 
the spring-of-1950 pig crop may ex 
ceed the spring-of -1949 by 5 per cent 
It is possible that the 1950 supply of 
pork moving to market will surpass 
1949 by 8 per cent. There seems little 
joubt that 1950 hog prices will average 
ower than 1949

As far as beef cattle are concerned, 
1950 is expected to be a repeat per- 
formance of 1949, in many respects. 


After declining for five years, beef 
cattle numbers are being built up once 
more. Ordinarily, this 
less beef now, but more 
hence.

Ta srry of vegetables during 
the 1950 winter season ws expected 
to be substantially larger than « year 
ago, the bureau of agricultural eco 
nomics reported on December 12. At 
that time estimates covering thirteen 
of the eghtoen winter crops indicate 
total production one-fifth larger than 
during the 1949 winter season and 
neatly one-third larger than the ten 
year average. Larger supplies than lant 
year are indicated for most crops, with 
shallots, kale, lima beans, and celery 
the enly crops for which emaller sup 
ples are capected. Growing conditions 
have been far to good in most areas 
and yield prospects are better than last 
year and better than average for most 
hop 

The winter lima bean crop in Florida

The 
crop has made fair to good progress and 
although yield prospects are better than 
the average for the past ten years, they 
are well below the record yueld per acre 
harvested last year.

Plan to Get the Bugs Before They Get Your Crop

Disastrous Losses Prevented by Planned Program

E atoemotagnt bloruds 


| ae tobacco growers are getting 
well started now with their 1950 
crop. Many of the plant beds have 
been made, and in most of them the 
weds have germinated and the young 
plants are beginning to grow. We 
all know that troubles of various sorts 
assail this crop and that insect pests 
will take their coll in many fields 

Of the several insect pests that at 
tack tobacco, aphids probably are most 
generally feared. This is due partly to 
the fact that aphids are a comparatively 
new pest with which all growers have 
not yet learned to cope. Also, they are 
quite destructive and can cause con- 
suderable damage if they are not checked 
im time 

Growers at all time should give 
thought to preventive measures and 
use them as much as posible. No one 
believes that all aphid infestations begin 
in the plant bed, but some of the worst 
field infestations have been traced to 
Because of this danger 
every effort should be made to keep the 
beds free of aphids so that clean plants

can be set in the field. Clean culture 
in and about the plant bed is of con 
uderable importance Weeds and 
ruciferous plants, such as cabbage, 
collards, and turnips should be removed 
or killed, as these often harbor aphids 
which may mugrate to the tobacco 
Hoeimg us the best wav to destroy these 
plants The use of 2,4-D is not recom 
mended bec ause it may possibly damage 
the tobacco if used too near the bed

st least two applications of a suitable 


tobacco plant beds should receive 


imsecticide even if no ahpids are found 
One application should be made about 
three weeks before the plants will be 
pulled, and the second about one week 
before transplanung it aphids are 
found in the bed, treatment should 
begin at once and applications should 
be repeated at weekly intervals 

Lust muxtures contamimng either | 
per cent parathion, 1.5 per cent 
ndane, of .66 per cent tetracthyl 
pyrophosphate, are suitable for treating 
plant beds. These dusts can be applied 
best with 4 rotary hand duster, but one

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Poultry Disinfectant Practice 


Efficiency Depends on

S ANITATION often has been said to be 
the keynote in prevention of diseases 
and parasites of poultry. In any good 
scheme of sanitation the use of a reli- 
able disinfectant is an important asset. 

A disinfectant is a substance which 
will kill micro-organisms. In this case 
we are referring, of course, to those 
mucro-organisms cause disease 
in chickens. should be 
differentiated from antiseptics, which 
inhibit or prevent the growth of micro- 
organisms without necessarily destroy- 
ing them.

Dasint ectants 


In selecting a disinfectant for gen 
eral purposes, two factors must be con 
sidered — efficiency and The 
measure of efficiency is known as the 
“phenol coefhcient,” which is deter- 
mined by a standard bacteriological 
procedure. The phenol cocthcient of a 
disinfectant is to destroy 
micro-organisms in comparision with 
phenol or carbolic acid, the latter be 
ing rated as 1. Thus, if the phenol co- 
efhcient of a disinfectant is 5, its abiliry 
to destroy micro-organisms is 5 times 
that of phenol. Any good general dis- 
intectant should hav ea phenol coeth- 
cient of at least 5. The United States 
Pure Food and Drug act requires that 
the phenol coefficient be printed on the 
label of disinfectant containers, with 
the exception of those which are rela 
tively pure chemical substances. The 
cost of the product should be in pro 
portion to its efficiency 

In the application of a general dis- 
infectant there are several factors 
which should be kept in mind. The 
disinfectant should be of a proper
